World economic growth is ‘serious 
c 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Antiinflation 
policies of industrial nations have slowed 
economic growth and kept unemployment 
at recession-levels, and now must be 
“decisively corrected,” the head of the 
International Monetary Fund said today. 
Major reductions in unemployment are 
passible only if industrial nations pursue 
“markedly higher rates of economic ex­ 
pansion,” Managing Director H. Johannes 
Witteveen said in remarks prepared for the 
opening of a week-long annual meeting of 
the IMF and World Bank. 
He said the United States, Germany and 
Japan have an “international respon­ 
sibility” to maintain adequate growth of 
their economies because what they do af­ 
fects the rest of the world. 
President Carter planned to address 
delegates from the IMF’s 131 member 
4 


nations later in the day. The disappointing 
growth of the world economy clearly is the 
topic most on the minds of the central 
bankers and finance ministers attending the 
meetings. 
In Ms remarks, Witteveen said: “The 
pace of economic recovery in the industrial 
countries as a group has become so slow; 
that it is adversely affecting employment 
and foreign trade ... and encouraging pro­ 
tectionism. This is a matter for serious 
concern.” 
It was the most serious expression yet by 
a major international figure over the recent 
worldwide economic slowdown. Statements 
by IMF officials usually are taken seriously 
since they often reflect collective judgment 
of key IMF members, including the United 
States. 
Witteveet^said he welcomed recent steps 


by Germany and Japan to stimulate their 
economies, but said they should “be 
prepared to take further measures of 
stimulus in the event that the performance 
of their domestic economies does not im­ 
prove substantially .9’ 
Witteveen indicated satisfaction with 
economic growth in the United States so far 
this year, but said it is important to the rest 
of the world that U.S. growth be maintained 
“at a satisfactory rate.” 
In a separate speech, World Bank 
President Robert S. McNamara called on 
industrial nations to help accelerate powth 
in poor and developing nations with special 
efforts to channel the benefits to the very 
poor to “meet their basic i*|m>n needs.” 
“Without these two complementary 
actions, the outlook for the poorest nations 
— nations that contain weU ever a billion 


numan beings — is grim indeed,’’ he said in 
prepared remarks. 
He urged industrial nations to open their 
markets to goods manufactured in 
developing countries to make it possible for 
these countries to help themselves. 
McNamara said loans and other aid to 
pour and developing nations by the World 
Bank and its affiliates will total just under 
$4 billion this year and should rise to $7.6 
billion by 1983. 
But he also said aid to the poorest nations 
of the world by major industrial powers has 
hardly increased in real terms — after 
discounting for inflation — during the past 
decade while real income of industrial 
nations rose by over 40 per cent in the same 
period. 
Even before the official opening of the 
meeting, IMF officials and delegates from 


key nations, including the United States, 
called for a shift in economic policies by 
some nations to counter the recent world­ 
wide slowdown in economic activity. 
The IMF’s policy-making Interim 
Committee issued a communique over the 
weekend expressing concern over the “fal­ 
tering economic activity during recent 
months in a number of industrial coun­ 
tries.” 
It likewise confessed worry that the 
“persistence of high unemployment for the 
industrial countries as a group remained 
close to the recession peak in the latter part 
of 1975.’’ 
The chairman of the committee, British 
Finance Minister Denis Healey, said many 
delegates felt there was a “serious risk" 
teat growth of the world economy might

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A cease-fire 
was taking hold in the southern Lebanese 
war today as Israel began pulling its ar­ 
mored forces back across the border.

the ceasefire 
agreement, involving the Israeli and 
Lebanese governments and Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat, was tenta­ 
tive, and a small radical guerrilla group 
rejected it. But Israeli spokesmen said the 
ceasefire had been fully approved and taken 
effect. 


The Israeli Defense Ministry in Tel Aviv 
said the truce agreement called for with­ 
drawal of the Palestinian guerrillas from 
positions north of the border from which 
they could shell towns and settlements in 
northern Israel. 


A spokesman for Arafat’s high command 
said contacts were “under way to work out 
final details of a cease-fire that will 
preserve Lebanon’s territorial integrity.” 
Reporters in northern Israel, meanwhile, 
watched as Israeli armored forces pulled 


back across the border. During the fighting 
Israel had repeatedly denied its troops 
entered Lebanon.

j Christian rightist forces that fought the 
Palestinians and Moslem leftists in the 
south said the Christians would be able to

Reporters and photographers on the Israeli 
side were invited to watch the withdrawal 
although the Israeli government previously 
denied that it had any ground forces in 
Lebanon. 
Israeli tanks, armored personnel 
carriers, a halftrack and several jeeps 
roared through a gate in the border fence 
near the Israeli town of Metulla early today. 
Some 40 reporters and phtographers were 
on hand, “to cover the return of a force 
whose entry was heavily denied," one 
reported comented. 


A few minutes after the withdrawal 
started, a barrage of the Palestinians’ 
Katyusha rockets hit two Israeli towns, 
Qiryat Shmonah, five miles south of the 
border, and Safead, 17 miles farther south. 
The Israeli military command said eight 
persons were wounded. 


Sources at the Israeli Defense Ministray 
said the Syrian government joined in the 
negotiations and would try to persuade the 
Palestinians to observe the agreement 
Although the Syrian army brought the 
civil war elsewhere in Lebanon to an end 
last November, fighting has continued in 
the south because Israel announced it would 
not tolerate the presence of Syrian forces 
close to the border.

But by far the greatest generator of red tape, ac­ 
cording to Kaufman, is our complex system of taxation. 
There is a lot to what the man says. As long as there 
are human beings and organized societies, there will be 
governments — and red tape. 
But do the bureaucrats who handle the stuff have to 
enjoy it so much?

WASHINGTON - The 
Houie Ethics Committee is 
pulling out all stops to get 
the testimony of Korean 
payoff man Tongsun Park. 
The committee has even 
approached ex-Rep. Cor­ 
nelius Gallagher, D-N.J., 
himself a prominent figure 
in the Koreagate investiga­ 
tion and a close friend of 
Park, to act as a secret 
intermediary. 
Democratic leaders 
would like to implicate 
some Republicans in the 
Koreagate scandal, so it 
can’t be used against the 
Democrats as a campaign 
issue. One Democratic 
source suggested that Gal­ 
lagher might be able to 
persuade Park to talk 
about reports that a Nixon 
campaign aide put the arm 
mi him for a $100,000 con­ 
tribution. 
But another source in­ 
sisted the committee was 
eager to get Park's testi­ 
mony about the congress­ 
men he paid off, regardless 
of their politics. We have 
seen no evidence that the 
committee is taking a par­ 
tisan approach to the 
investigation. 
It ia no secret, however, 
that the Democrats would 
welcome a few more Re­ 
publicans joining them in 
the hot water. Some Demo­ 
crats are searching In­ 
tently for Republicans who 
may have accepted gifts or 


favors from the South 
Koreans. Here are the 
names of those who are 
under scrutiny: 
- RICHARD NJXON: 
There are persistent but 
unproven reports that the 
Nixon campaign received 
some laundered cash from 
South Koreans. So far as 
we can find out, Nixon was 
not directly involved in any 
transactions with Korean 
payoff men. 
- SPIRO AGNEW. We 
reported last May that the 
former vice president had 
teamed up with Tonsgun 
Park in London on some 
business deals. We have no 
evidence, however, that 
their joint ventures were 
illegal. 
- SEN. JAKE GARN, R- 
Utah: He flew to South 
Korea in 1975, all expenses 
paid, as the guest of a 
foundation that allegedly is 
a government front. But 
there is no reason to be­ 
lieve he was aware of its 
government ties. 
- REP. WILLIAM 
BROOMFIELD, R-Mich.: 
Press reports, quoting "a 
source close to Tongsun 
Park," alleged that the Ko­ 
rean influence peddler 
gave Broomfield $1,000. 
The congressman has de­ 
nied the allegation and has 
opened Ms records to both 
the Justice Department 
end House Ethics Commit­ 
tee. The records contain no 


I trace of the alleged $1,000. 
I - REP ALBERT QUIE, 
I R-Minn.: He joined a con- 
I gressional delegation that 
1 visited South Korea in 1969 
land brought back a free 
I suit and a pair of cufflinks. 
I He priced the booty and 
I found the suit was worth 
$50, the cufflinks $3.45. But 
unhappily, the suit "didn’t 
fit" so he gave it to Good 
Will Industries, he told us.

T H A D 
COCHRAN, R-Miss.: He 
acknowledged that he had 
been Tongsun Park’s guest 
for dinner "once or twice” 
at the Georgetown Club. 
Sources close to Park tell 
us, however, that he fre­ 
quently entertained mem­ 
ber* of Congress at Park’s 
club. 
- EX-REP. WILLIAM 
MINSHALL, R-Ohio: 
Sources close to the 
Koreagate Investigation 
say he is high on the list of 
former congressmen un­ 
der scrutiny. He was una­ 
vailable for comment. 
Several -Republicans 
also received small dona­ 
tions from Park, usually 
$500. It is unlikely that 
Park came to their offices, 
flashing his Korean CIA 
credentials and offering 
them bribes. All the con­ 
gressmen we have inter­ 
viewed, Republicans and

A survey published in the 
prestigious Harvard Business 
Review suggests the corporation 
executives are more cynical 
about the level of ethics in their. 
industries than any Nader 
raider. 
For instance, when posed a 
hypothetical situation in which 
under- the- table 
payments 
could help win a big, profitable 
contract, 42 per cent of the 
executives 
said they would 
refuse to pay a bribe no matter 
what the consequences. But only 
nine per cent said that the 
average executive in the same 
situation would refuse to pay. 
The question was part of a 
survey conducted by Steven N. 
Brenner and Earl A. Molander 
of Portland State University, in 
which the views of 1,227 
representative business officials 
were compared with responses 
in a 1961 study. 
Although 27 per cent of the 
executives said that ethical 
standards in business are higher 
today than in 1961, and 41 per 
cent said they were the same. 32 
per cent said they were lower.

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U.N. begins policy debate 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - The U.N. General Assembly 
begins its policy debate today; the Security Council starts work 
on the BritishAmerican plan for Rhodesia, and U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance launches two weeks of talks with visiting 
foreign ministers. 
The assembly's annual policy debate will continue for three 
weeks and will bring chiefs of state, prime ministers and foreign 
ministers to the podium to outline the policies and concerns of 
each of the 149 member natioris. 
Foreign Minister Antonio Azeredo da Silveira of Brazil was to 
be the first speaker, followed by representatives of Canada, 
Venezuela, Spain, Nicaragua, Belgium, Costa Rica, Norway and 
Bolivia. 
President Carter addresses the assembly on Oct. 4 and is ex­ 
pected to appeal for U.N. support for the British^ American 
peace plan for Rhodesia. Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko speaks on Tuesday and China’s Huang Hua speaks on 
Thursday. 
Britain and the United States are asking the Security Council to 
authorize Secretary+General Kurt Waldheim to appoint a U.N. 
envoy to aid in arranging a cease-fire in the war between 
Rhodesia’s white government and black nationalist guerrillas. 
TV violence may enter trial 


MIAMI (AP) - A defense attorney in a murder case hopes to 
put television violence on trial in defense of a 15-year-old boy he 
says is addicted to TV crime shows. 
Attorney Ellis Rubin says his defense of Ronald Zamora in the 
trial beginning today will be an “absolutely unprecedented" 
protrayal of "television intoxication." 
Despite a judge’s warning that Rubin will not be allowed to 
make a general indictment of television, the attorney has con­ 
tended that TV is pertinent to the case and has even subpoenaed 
Telly Savalas, star of the' ‘Kojak ” series. 
In addition, television and still cameras will be in the cour­ 
troom as part of a one-year experiment ordered by the Florida 
Supreme Court two months ago. 
Zamora and Darrell Agrella, 14, are accused of first-degree 
murder in the shooting death of Elinor Haggart, 83, on June 4 
during a robbery at her Miami Beach home. Zamora has pleaded 
innocent by reason of insanity. Agrella, who will be tried 
separately, has pleaded innocent. 
"An adolescent predisposed to emotional instability is very 
succeptible to the influence of television," Rubin has said. "Why 
do children love television? Why do sponsors spend millions of 
dollars a month advertising their products on television? And 
finally, why does television violence beget actual violence?" 
Trade deficit soars again 


WASHINGTON (AP) — American businesses sold fewer 
products abroad during August than at any time in the last 16 
months as the nation’s trade deficit grew to $2.7 billion, the 
Commerce Department said today. 
The trade deficit was the 15th in a row and the second pargest 
in history, surpassed only by the $2.8-billion deficit in June. 
American exports totaled $9.6 billion, a sharp decline from the 
$10.1 billion a month before, and was the smallest amount since a 
$9.4 billion in export« in April 1976. Imports for the month 
declined from $12.5 billion to $12.2 billion. 
A trade deficit means more dollars are leaving the country to 
pay for foreign goods than the United States is earning from sales 
of its goods abroad. It means a loss of purchasing power to 
Americans and can result in reduced employment and produc­ 
tion at home. < 
The Carter administration has said the continuing trade deficit 
has been caused mostly by increases in imported oil from the 
Arab countries. Some officiate have said nearly all non+ Arab 
countries have built up trade deficits and it could take 10 years to 
return to normal. 
They say other countries have been unable to buy our products 
because the U.S. economy has been growing more rapidly than 
theirs. 
Bible battle hearing opens 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A seven-year court fight over 
whether a Florida school board cun allow the reading and dis­ 
tribution of the Bible and the teaching of Christian virtues in 
public schools is again before a federal appeals court. 
AH 14 judges of the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals were to 
begin hearing testimony today on an appeal from the Orange 
County School Board, which takes in schools in Orlando. 
The hearing comes sue months after a three-judge panel of the 
same court ruled against the Florida law which required the 
teaching of ‘ ‘the practice of ever/ Christian virtue. ’ ’ 
The court ruled that Bible readings during a morning in­ 
spirational period in the Orange County schools were uncon­ 
stitutional and threw out a policy allowing Bible distribution in 
schools. 
Eight families with various religious affiliations have been 
fighting the school board since 1970. 
They contend the reading and distribution of the King James’ 
Bible and other school board policies could offend Jewish, 
Catholic and some Protestant students. The families say the 
policies violate constitutional guarantees of separation of church 
and state and due process of law. 
A lower court judge had said such a prohibition against the 
Bible would permit "governmental hostility to religion." 


Quinlan case film set tonight 


NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — The case of comatose Karen Ann 
Quinlan and her family’s court battle to disconnect a respirator 
and let her "die with dignity" is the subject of a madefor- 
television film. 
"In the matter of Karen Ann Quinlan," to be shown on NBCTV 
this evening, is based on the book "Karen Ann" by her parents, 
Joseph and Julia Quinlan with Phyllis Battelle. 
"It’s a strange feeling, watching yourself like that. We just 
can't judge it," said Mrs. Quinlan after watching a preview . 
recently. She is portrayed in the film by Oscar-winning actress 
Piper Laurie. 
"You can’t relive things, but when you sit there and see the 
huge respirator again and here the constant beep, it did bring it 
back," she said in an interview. 
Miss Quinlan, 23, lapsed into a coma April 15,1975, after taking 
alcohol and tranquilizers. She was in a coma for five months 
when her parents sued for the right to remove life support 
systems and let her die. 
She was removed from the respriator in May 1976 after a fight 
in the state courts. 
Although doctors had testified that she would die without the 
life support systems, Miss Quinlan continues to breathe without 
assistance in a Morris County-run nursing home for Medicaid 
patients.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
consumer responds to a bank’s 
advertisement 
of 
the 
con­ 
venience of having bills paid 
automatically from his account. 
But a computer goofs and $120 
is paid to the phone company 
instead of $12. 
Only then does the consumer 
learn that electronic payments 
systems do not give him the le­ 
gal safeguards on his money 
that he has under traditional 
methods of payments. 
Esther Peterson, consumer 
adviser to President Carter, de­ 
scribed this scenario Thursday 
in urging Congress to write a 
law giving consumers the same 
protection 
afforded 
now 
in 
transactions by check or credit 
card. 
The first electronic payment 
systems now are being m arket­ 
ed by banks. Eventually a con­ 
sumer is expected under such 
systems to be able to pay for 
store merchandise by having 
the amount of his purchase de­ 
ducted from his bank account 
instantaneously. 
The computer technology now 
exists for such a method of 
payment, and the first elec­ 
tronic systems now are being 
offered. 
‘‘Banks, in the absence of a 
federal 
law, 
have little in­ 
centive to discuss the rights 
which consumers will lose if 
they switch to electronic funds 
transfer,” Mrs Peterson said. 
“Consumers don’t realize that 
if someone steals money from 
the bank's electronic accounts, 
no federal law says that the 
bank, 
rather than the con­ 
sumer, is liable for the loss 
Nor do most consumers know 
how real a threat computer 
theft is,” she said 
Mrs. Peterson quoted an ex­ 
pert’s estimate that more than 
300 incidents of computer fraud 
have occurred, with the aver­ 
age loss $150 million. 
She testified in favor of a bill 
introduced by Rep. Frank An- 
nunzio, D-Ill., that would put 
consumer safeguards on elec­ 
tronic transfers similar to the 
legal protections now applying 
to checks and credit cards. 


The bill would: 
—Allow a consumer to stop 
payment within three days on 
an electronic transfer, as he 
now can do with a check. 
—Require a clear disclosure 
to the consumer of all his 
rights and liabilities. 
—Require a receipt to the 
consumer for each transaction 
plus a monthly statement of all 
electronic payments. 
Mrs. Peterson said her state­ 
ment “may not represent the 
final position of the adminis­ 
tration” on electronic funds 
transfers.

Members of a Senate sub­ 
committee broke up in laughter 
Tuesday as former agents told 
about the agency’s use of spe­ 
cial devices designed specific­ 
ally to introduce drugs to un­ 
suspecting test subjects. 
For instance, there was an 
abortive attempt in 1959 by 
three CIA agents to test LSD on 
a houseful of unwitting people 
in San Francisco, who thought 
they were being invited to a 
party. 
The would-be subjects, found 
in local nightclubs, were invited 
to a safe house, a residence 
maintained by the agency for 
just such clandestine activities. 
But the experiment didn't 
work as planned, said one of 
the former agents. Dr. David 
Rhodes, in testimony before the 


Senate Human Resources sub­ 
committee on health, holding 
hearings on the CIA’s extensive 
program of secret drug testing 
in the 1950s and 1960s. 
Rhodes said agents were set 
to unleash an LSD aerosol 
bomb on the San Francisco rev­ 
elers, but discovered that the 
windows of their safe house 
were open because there was 
no air conditioning.

As early as next summer 
in Michigan and Arkansas ex­ 
pect to be able to shut off home 
air conditioners when they feel 
they need the power elsewhere 
to avoid serious shortages. 
Under such systems, com­ 
panies will be able to turn off 
thousands of air conditioners 
simultaneously 
from 
the 
utility’s headquarters to reduce 
laod and avoid a general 
blackout such as the one that hit 
New York City this summer. 
“Eventually, all utilities wUl 
be going to some sort of 
automation like this,” predicted 
Jeff Serfass of the U.S. Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Agency. 
With serious questions arising 
about the reliability of elec­ 
tricity during the next 10 years, 
many utilities are searchingfor 
tnew 
methods 
of 
“load 
management.” Building new 
generators is expensive and 
time consuming, so finding ways 
to reduce or restructure power 
usagets attractive to electric 
companies. 
Several 
major 
utilities 
already are installing remote- 
control systems, and dozens of 
others are considering them. 
Basically, the utility imtalls a 
cut-off device on the air con­ 
ditioner or water heater and 
then activates it vbia radio or 
other transmissions. 


Customers are given a credit 
on their bills for participating in 
the program. 
“We’re able to clip the peak 
off our peak load,” said Pete 
Rice, a spokesman for Arkansas 
Power and Light in Little Rock. 
“It also saves money in future 
generating capacity and we 
don’t have to run more ex­ 
pensive equipment now. ” 
John Hamann, president of 
Detroit Edison Co., agreed. 
“We have found that not only 
does this remote control help 
reduce investment in generating 
plants by shaving peaks, but 
also by shifting load to off-peak 
hours, we can reduce fuel costa 
as well,” he said. 
The federal government and 
the Electric Power Research 
Institute are funding a 87 million 
experimental program in San 
Diego, Detroit, Omaha, Neb., 
and Raleigh, N.C., in which two- 
way devices are used. 
Detroit Edison is one of the 
leading users of remote-control 
devices. Back in 1934, the firm 
began installing timers on water 
heaters for customers who 
agreed to have their power 
interrupted at certain hours in 
return for special rates. 
The company switched to 
radio controls in 1988 and now 
200,000 customers — nearly all 
those with electric water 
heaters — have volunteered for 
the program. 
Under the plan, the utility can 
deactivate water heaters for up 
to four hours a day. The average

To our senior citizens, the foster 
grandparent program provides the satisfaction that comes 
from serving and being needed by others; it helps senior 
citizens maintain their sense of personal worth and self- 
respect; and it gives them an opportunity to maintain social ' 
contacts and to keep physically and mentally alert. 
In addition, the foster grandparent program has given 
us new insights into the potential role of the elderly in 
community settings, by demonstrating that older persons, 
have the talent, skills, experience and desire to serve their 
communities. 
Foster grandparents surveyed in 
1975 
expressed improved satisfaction with life, improved feelings 
of usefulness and less financial worry. Three-fourths of 
those surveyed termed their work with the program one of 
the most important events of the past five years of their 
lives.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A cease-fire 
was taking hold in the southern Lebanese 
war today as Israel began pulling its ar­ 
mored forces back across the border. 
Beirut 
radio 
said 
the 
ceasefire 
agreement, 
involving 
the 
Israeli and 
Lebanese governments and Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat, was tenta­ 
tive, and a small radical guerrilla group 
rejected it. But Israeli spokesmen said the 
ceasefire had been fully approved and taken 
effect. 


The Israeli Defense Ministry in Tel Aviv 
said the truce agreement called for with­ 
drawal of the Palestinian guerrillas from 
positions north of the border from which 
they could shell towns and settlements in 
northern Israel. 


A spokesman for Arafat’s high command 
said contacts were "under way to work out 
final details of a cease-fire that will 
preserve Lebanon's territorial integrity.” 
Reporters in northern Israel, meanwhile, 
watched as Israeli armored forces pulled 


back across the border. During the fighting 
Israel had repeatedly denied its troops 
entered Lebanon 


A commander of the Israelisupported 
Christian rightist forces that fought the 
Palestinians and Moslem leftists in the 
south said the Christians would be able to 
"answer" the guerrillas if they violate the 
ceasefire. "I am sure our Israeli army 
friends will back us,” he said. 


Sources close to the Lebanese govern­ 
ment and Arafat spoke at a “partial" 
pullback by the guerrillas from advance 
positions along Israel's northern panhandle 
But a spokesman for Dr George Ha bash's 
Popular 
Front for the Liberation 
of 
Palestine said: "We shall abandon none of 
our positions in South Lebanon We also 
shall allow no one to prevent us from 
striking at the Israeli enemy or existing in 
areas where we can strike from.” 
The Popular Front and its Iraqi- 
supported allies of the so-called Rejection 
Front have an estimated 300 guerrillas in 


the South while Arafat’s A1 Fatah and other 
units 
of 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization have an estimated 5,000. 
Informed sources said a force of 1,470 
officers and soldiers of the reorganized 
Lebanese army has been formed to move 
into southern I^ebanon to act as a buffer 
between the guerrillas and the right-wing 
Christian militiamen who have been bat­ 
tling them there 
Meanwhile, Israeli armored forces began 
w ithdrawing 
from 
south 
Lebanon. 
Reporters and photographers on the Israeli 
side were invited to watch the withdrawal 
although the Israeli government previously 
denied that it had any ground forces in 
Lebanon. 
Israeli 
tanks, 
arm ored 
personnel 
carriers, a halftrack and several jeeps 
roared through a gate in the border fence 
near the Israeli town of Metulla early today. 
Some 40 reporters and phtographers were 
on hand, “to cover the return of a force 
whose entry was heavily denied," one 
reported comented 


A few minutes after the withdrawal 
started, a barrage of the Palestinians' 
Katyusha rockets hit two Israeli towns, 
Qiryat Shmonah, five miles south of the 
border, and Safead. 17 miles farther south. 
The Israeli military command said eight 
persons were w ounded 


Sources at the Israeli Defense Ministray 
said the Syrian government joined in the 
negotiations and would try to persuade the 
Palestinians to observe the agreement 
Although the Syrian army brought the 
civil war elsewhere in Lebanon to an end 
last November, fighting has continued in 
the south because Israel announced it would 
not tolerate the presence of Syrian forces 
close to the border 
The Palestinians have been trying to 
regain the positions in southeast Lebanon 
from which they raided Israel before the 
civil war The Christian militiamen, sup­ 
plied by Israel and backed by Israeli ar­ 
tillery, have been fighting to drive them 
back north

Now in a unanimous decision strongly critical of the 
lower court, the Second U.S. Court of Appeals has 
reversed the ruling Pointing out that there hasn’t been a 
drop of oil or whiff of gas actually found yet, the court 
expressed its confidence that any future environmental 
problems could be handled by the government if and 
when they arose. 
“There comes a point," said the court “when the chain 
of ‘ifs’ gets too long and too tenuous to be of any practical 
use. That point was reached here.” 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus has said he will im­ 
mediately begin issuing exploratory drilling permits. 
With luck the first oil — and, more promisingly, natural 
gas — ould be flowing in three years. 
It took an oil embargo to get this country off the dime in 
building the Alaska pipeline It is encouraging that this 
time all it required was the common sense erf the three 
Appeals Court judges. 
The Baltimore Canyon doesn’t compare with the 
Arabian Peninsula or Alaska’s North Slope. But its fuel 
could keep many a toe from freezing one of these winters.

Sen Billy McCray D -Wichita, 
introduced a bill to allow 
students to take a competency 
test for a diploma before the end 
of their 12th year 
McCray said that his bill 
would "help those just flat bored 
with their last year of school.”

declined from $12 5 billion to $12 2 billion 
A trade deficit means more dollars are leaving the country to 
pay for foreign goods than the United States is earning from sales 
of its goods abroad It means a loss of purchasing power to 
Americans and can result in reduced employment and produc­ 
tion at home 
The Carter administration has said the continuing trade deficit 
has been caused mostly by increases in imported oil from the 
Arab countries Some officials have said nearly all non-»-Arab 
countries have built up trade defiats and it could take 10 years to 
return to normal. 
They say other countries have been unable to buy our products 
because the U S economy has been growing more rapidly than

Arkansas Utilities to save 
power by remote control 


NEW YORK (AP) - On hot 
summer evenings in coming 
years Americans may find that 
when the air conditioner shuts 
down it isn’t on the blink. 
As early as next summer 
in Michigan and Arkansas ex­ 
pect to be able to shut off home 
air conditioners when they feel 
they need the power elsewhere 
to avoid serious shortages 
Under such systems, com­ 
panies will be able to turn off 
thousands of air conditioners 
sim ultaneously 
from

utility's headquarters to reduce 
laod and avoid a general 
blackout such as the one that hit 
New York City this summer 
"Eventually, all utilities will 
be going to some sort of 
automation like this,” predicted 
Jeff Serfass of the U.S. Energy 
Research 
and

Agency. 
With serious questions arising 
about the reliability of elec­ 
tricity during the next 10 years, 
many utilities are searchingfor 
tnew 
methods 
of

m anagem ent" 
Building 
new 
generators is expensive and 
time consuming, so finding ways 
to reduce or restructure power 
uaageis attractive to electric 
companies 
Several 
m ajor 
utilities 
already are installing remote- 
control systems, and dozens of 
others are considering them 
Basically, the utility installs a 
cut-off device on the air con 
ditioner or water heater and 
then activates it vbia radio or 
other transmissions. 


Customers are given a credit 
on their bills for participating in 
the program. 
"We’re able to clip the peak 
off our peak load," said Pete 
Rice, a spokesman for Arkansas 
Power and Light in Little Rock 
“ It also saves money in future 
generating capacity and we 
don’t have to run more ex­ 
pensive equipment now."

“We have found that not only 
does this remote control help 
reduce investment in generating 
plants by shaving peaks, but 
also by shifting load to off-peak 
hours, we can reduce fuel costs 
as well," he said.

The federal government operates a myriad of programs 
providing services to senior citizens. All of these programs 
are well-motivated, and all of them enjoy their own degree 
of success. But it is interesting to note that one of our most 
successful senior citizens programs is one which does not do 
things for our golden agers. as much as it takes advantage 
of what they can do for us. 
The program is the Foster Grandparent Program, 
which 1 learned a bit more about recently in Fligginsvitle.

program has been operating since l%5, and today involves 
more than 400 senior volunteers, working with children in 
42 
institutions. 
Across 
the 
country. 
15,500 
foster 
grandparents are brightening the lives of more than 3ft.000 
children. 
Each foster grandparent spends about four hours each 
weekday with the children, reading, playing, and giving 
them the love and attention they sorely need. The benefits 
are obvious to the lonely children in correctional facilities, 
pediatric wards, day care centers, mental hospitals and 
other institutions, children who look forward each day to 
the arrival of their foster grandparent. Not so obvious, but 
just as important, are the benefits derived by the foster 
grandparents themselves. To our senior citizens, the foster 
grandparent program provides the satisfaction that conies 
from serving and being needed by others; it helps senior 
citizens maintain their sense of personal worth and self- 
respect; and it gives them an opportunity to maintain social 
contacts and to keep physically and mentally alert. 
In addition, the foster grandparent program has given 
us new insights into the potential role of the elderly in 
community settings, by demonstrating that older persons 
have the talent, skills, experience and desire to serve their 
communities. 
Foster 
grandparents 
surveyed 
in 
1975 
expressed improved satisfaction with life, improved feelings 
of usefulness and less financial worry. Three-fourths of 
those surveyed termed their work with the program one of 
the most important events of the past five years of their 
lives. 
Next year, the federal government will spend about S35 
million nationwide (about $1 million in Missouri) to 
support the Foster Grandparent Program. As a member of 
the Senate Appropriations Committee, 1 cannot think of 
another program which gives the taxpayer better value for 
the dollar.
